Tbe "Dead h «•;<«!" Brstassi. 

The following very sensible remarks upon 
this subject are from the columns of the Louis- 
ville Tinics, of the 1 H;li inst. We had intended 
writing something ourself, but tbe Times has 
expressed our views so fully, and presented the 
matter so clearly and cleverly, that nothing is 
left for us but to respond smelt, which, we do 
with the greatest unction. We care very little 
whether editors are required to pay or mi\ We 
feel certain that very few of them will be affect- 
ed by the "dead head" regulation and still fewer 
will care for it in a pecuniary sense. Rut we 
arc indignant a; and do protest in the lanctity 
of the QQ ill, against the gross insult perpetrated 
upon our fraternity, by Railroad Corporations, 
to-wil: that because they had heretofore invited 
as sem i-OCoasion ally to ride free of pecuniary 
c»;t on their line-, payment for which favor 
on their part we unfortunates were never releas- 
ed from, but lived with an overwhelming onus 
of gratitude on our shoulders, notwithstanding 
sundry hits of editorial services — we, the* united 
press of the country, are now gravely called 
"dead heads" by a council of Railroad corpo- 
rations, and ordered to be cut off as dead 
branches and dry limbs, containing no sap. 
Seriously we consider this an insult to the press, 
which we think it behooves every true editor 
to re-ent. But here is the Times articfc: 

We sincerely rejoice thai the directors of vari- 
ous railroads luu'e abolished the custom of car- 
rying dead heads over their roads. We don't 
know how it was with others but we never felt 
like a freeman riding in a railroad car free of 
charge. The conductors and managers always 
had a wouderfull gift of making us feel tha ob- 
ligation heaped upon us. Our "pas," inform- 
ed us in the most cnipha'ic and legible terms, 
that we were not to expect the protection afford- 
ed to passengers who paid, but that our life, 

limbs, and baggage were at our personal risk.— 
in addition to ail this, it was expected of us that 
we should write at least a hall a column puff 
of the "gentlemanly conductor," and the ad- 
mirable management of the road. And after 
performing all thi-, we were ranked as a "dead 

Had." , ' 

We believe that railroad corporations are the 
only bodies soulless or otherwise that ever rank- 
ed editors as dead heads. It is an indignity to 
the profession, and we hope it will be met with 
proper resentment. The newspaper press ia a: 
present more burdened with dead heads than 
any other enterprise extant. The most burden- 
some and troublesome of these dead heads, are 
railroad corporations. From the preliminary 
survey of a railroad, up to its completion, the 
entire press contiguous to the line, commence 
advertising the project in the editorial columns. 
We venture the assertion that, if the publishers 
of newspapers in Kentucky and Ohio, could now 
receive one-half price for the printing they hofe 
done for the exclusive benefit of railroads, they 
Would be able to travel on railroads, for the 
balance of their live', and pay doable fare out 
of the money. 

In view of these facts, wo eugjgSM that, a con- 
vention of the editorsof Kentucky be called to 
take into consideration llie expediency of abol- 
ishing, or at least modifying the newspaper 
dead head system. What 'say you, gentlemen 
of the quill? Such a course would be but jus- 
tice to ourselves. We who are always foremost 
in forwarding enterprises for the benefit of 
others, should not be entirely careless of OUT own 

terests. It is doc ourselves both in a point 
interest and, Pelf-respeet that we meet the 

ion of the -e railroad companies on their own 
noils. They hare set PS an example, an I. 1 
. ihiir action' towards 'fie pn-ss, have relieved 



us of any feeling of embarrassment which we 
otherwise might have felt in suggesting this re- 
form. 

In this convention we also publish the follow- 
ing resolutions passed by the late Editorial Con- 
vention of Ohio, which apply as well to Ken-! 
tucky. We hope our editorial friends throughout 
the State will not be behind their brethren of , 
Ohio, but will speak out in this matter: 

Resolved, That the Pre'S of Ohio has always 
labored to promote the best interests of our State 
ib doing which, the weight of its influence has 
in an especial manner, been thrown on the f ide 
of Railroad enterprises, not so much for the ben- 
efit of individual companies as for what we have 
believed, and do now believe to be, for the gen- 
eral interest of the whole State. 

Resolved, Thai the courtesies which have been 
extended to the Press by Railroad companies, we 
have never regarded as special favors to us. but 
as a recognition on the par; of the corporations 
of the support which tile Press has always to 
liberally given them. 

Readied, Tha' the Railroad corporations, by 
concentrated and United action having asa bus- 
ineps operation, decided to withhold those court- 
esies from the I'ress in the future: Therefore Lo it 

Resolved, That we. Editors of Ohio, from this 
time forth, will imitate the example set us by 
the Railroad corporations, and do that which it 
is for our business interest to do — make with 
them our courtesies "« fair business," and re- 
commend this course for the adoption of our 
brethren throughout Ohio.

When have the liberues of a 
nation been established or sustained by such 
secret and mysterious organisational When the 
rights of a free people rescued from the grasp of 
tyranny and oppression by the action of such 
combinations of invisible and irresponsible 
agents? History is silent. But when on the 
other hand have law and public order been vio- 
lated, individual right invaded, and popular 
liberty destroyed through the machinations 
of secret clubs? Read its pages. The annals 
and fate of almost every uation of which histo- 
ry or tradition give ui knowledge, furnish ample 
proof of the great danger of secret political So- 
cieties, give melancholy illustrations of law and 
the public peace outraged, of private right 
trampled upon, and liberty overthrown by their 
agency. They are not the honorable weapons 
with which patriots in a free country strive to 
give justice to law and stability to liberty. — 
Patriots sometimes use them; but it is only in 
cases of dire necessity when right is borne down 
beneath the overwhelming force of power; 
when free speech and free conduct vainly seek 
to speak out against the violence and injustice 
of tyranny and wrong. Under such circum- 
stances they are not only legitimate, but proper 
instruments which patriots may employ to es- 
tablish their rights or avenge their wrongs. — 
But in free countries, with the rights of free 
speech and a free press, established and con- 
firmed by law, constitution, and opinion, where 
their necessity or thuir propriety? There is 
none. They then become the vile instruments by ; 
which demagogues and political tricksters seek i 
to establish their own influence and power at | 
the expense of the public good and popular 
right. Or they are the still baser appliances by 
which conspirators against the liberties and na- 
tionality of their country strive to enslave their 
fellow countrymen. Is the tyranny of power so 
cruel, or are the exactions of government so op- 
pressive in America, that Americans dare not 
speak out boldly and openly in support of need- 
ful changes in the constitution and laws? Who 
will say i;? What have free speech, and free, 
■f legatj Conduct to dread in America? Is pub- 



lic liberty so endangered, or are the free institu- 
tions of the countrv in such deadly peril from 
tbe strong and unscrupulous arm of power, that 
Americans on their own soil and under the pro- 
tection of their own laws, must needs conspire in 
s-rnt and in silence to defend them?

But independent of its lndicrousness, 
do Whigs see no danger remote and indistinct it 
may be, but none the less certain for that, to the 
free institutions of the country in these things? 
Grant that there be no danger, yet is there noth- 
ing in ideas, nor the association of ideas? And 
will Whigs accustomed to avow iheir sentiments 
and proclaim their belief without a fear and 
without f. v.ir, willingly associate thcmsjlve even 
in the means by which they aim to secure 
great and much needed political reforms, with 
conspirators ani traitors'!

The Arkansas "Volcano." — The Arkansas 
Herald recently published an alarming account 
of a supposed volcano, In Scott county, in that 
State. A correspondent ofthc same paper writes 
as follows, respecting it: 

"About one year ago, while traveling in Frank 
Jin county, in this State, my attention wa- at- 
tracted by the report of a similar explosion, 
which was said to have been so violent as to pro- 
ject rock- and other heavy-substances to a great 
height in the atmosphere. Not feeling much 
disposed to credit the various exaggerated ac- 
counts given iif t lie phenomenon, I proceeded to 
investigate for my-elf, and soon became con- 
vinced that it wasowing, notto volcanic eruption. 
but to the decomposition of sulphuret of iron 
[Ms pyrites,) one of the most abundant of the 
orcsof iron which abound in this region, and 
"which under certain circumstances, ha* been 
known to undergo spontaneous decompo-i; ion, 
attended with a loud noise, and the evolution 
of light, heat, and sulphurous vapor. Should 
the account you have received of the explosions 
in Scott county provecorrect, they may be ex- 
plained in the same manner, as sulphuret of iron 
is known to occur there in the greatest abun- 
dance." 



0"An Arkansas paper, the Fori Smith Her- 
ald has the following: 

We learn from a gentleman in Scott county, 
that a mountain, about five mile- from Waldren, 
has exploded three times during the last week. 
The explosions were very loud and terrific, caus- 
ing tbe earth around to quake, throwing up 
stones and earth, and filling the atmosphere 
with clouds of dust and smoke. The report of 
one of the explo-ions was heard in the vicinity 
of this town a few mornings since, a distance of 
45 or 50 miles. The earth on the mountain has 
sunk toa considerable depth. The people in the 
the vicinity are very much alarmed. These are 
facts as far as we arc able to learn; but we hope 
to hear more fully and particularly in a few 
days. What docs it mean? Are we to have a 
volcano in our Slate belching firth fire and 
smoke, and hurling red hot stones in the atmos- 
phere, and filling the vallevs around with melt- 
ed lava?

Santa Fe, Nov. 30, 1654. 

Dear Sir: On the lGth instant, I took formal 
possavaian of the heretofore disputed, as well as 
our newly acquired Territory, and General (jar- 
land has stationed a company of the United 
Stales troops iu the Mcsilla \ alley, so that this 
very vexed question is finally settled. Tbe in- 
habitants, or a very large majority of them, ap- 
peared to be well pleased with this measure, and 
saluted the American flag, when it was hoisted, 
with three hearty cheers. 

Our Indian difficulties remain unsettled, and 
the Me-colaros and Jecarrillas commit frequent 
depredations on our citizens. The Utahs and 
Navajos are peaceable; tbe latter particularly. — 
Some veeks since, a Navajo killed a soldier 
near Fort Defiance; but on demand being made 
on the tribe to surrender the murderer, it was 
promptly complied with, and he was tried by 
the Indians, anil hung in tbe presence of the 
agent and the officers of tbe fort. This indicates 
that we shall have little difficulty with the In- 
dians in future.

GnraflhSoon on the Eastern War. — The 
agreeable and well-informed Washington corres- 
pondent of the Charleston Mercury writes as fol 
lows; 

"I had recently the pleasure of hearing thecriti- 
cisrn of Gen. Scot ton the war in the Crimea. I look 
upon Scott as one of the great captains of theagc 
and I listened with great interest tolas ideas. He 
says the allies committed a great blunder in de- 
laying the attack upon Seba-topol as long as 
they did; that, immediately after .the raising of 
the seigeof Bilistria, they should have attacked 
Sevastopol, at which time there was a compara- 
tively small force in the Crimea; that the allies 
cannot take Sevastopol unless they receive re- 
inforcements, giving them a superiority of force 
to the extent of from thirty to fifty percent, 
that tbe Russian regular soldiers arc the best 
troops in the world for defence; they never fly, 
but pariah unless ordered to retreat. He thinks 
the allies labor under a great disadvantage in 
having two commanding generals; that the road 
to victory is through unity of design. The jp- 
fere cc I would draw from General Scott's ideas 
is. ilia: Sebastopo! will not be taken; for I doubt 
whether the allies can throw such a preponder- 
ance of force there as is necessary. The General 
further said, that the allies could not re e m bark 
now without immense loss of men, and all the 
materials of war in camp except the weapons 
in their hands.
